The Cost 


Small 


Palm Springs’ assessed valuation 
this year is expected to reach 
$20,000,000. On the basis of this 
total value, each 10 cents of tax 
rate will raise $20,000. 
First year's payment of principal 
and interest at 2y2% on this 
$950,000 bond issue will be $71, 
250. Each succeeding year will be 
less. Thus an increase of only 35 
cents on the total tax rate (now 
approximately $6.00 for each 
$100 of assessed valuation) will 
raise $70,000. This will be the 
maximum rate: as the city’s as­ 
sessed valuation increases as it 
certainly will, this rate will drop. 
Translated into actual dollars, 
this small added tax would mean 
only $17.50 a year on a home 
having an assessed valuation of 
$5000. (A home with a $5,000 as­ 
sessed value has a present mar­ 
ket value of approximately $20,­ 
000. 


* Street Improvements.. 


Street surfacing, curbs, sidewalks and rights-of-way are n e e d e d 


to relieve our hazardous traffic congestion. This section of the 


bond issue will consist of street openings, widening of Indian 


Avenue from Alejo to Ramon and improvements. Also to be a c ­ 


complished is the grading, paving, curbs, gutters, sidewalks and 


all drainage structures necessary in opening McCallum W a y 


from Sunrise W a y t o Indian Avenue through the center of the In­ 


dian reservation. This issue will also include improvements in 


other areas in the Village which are in dire need of repair and im­ 


provement. 


City Beautification■■■ 


The installation of palm trees along Palm C anyon Drive from the 


northern to the southern city limits with accessory lighting will 


make a striking contribution to the beauty of the drive by d ay as 


well as night. W ith Palm Canyon Drive being resurfaced this sum­ 


mer by the S tate Highway Department, installation of palms on 


both sides of the street for the full length of the drive will be 


wonderfully impressive to both visitors and winter residents. The 


indirect lighting of the palms will a d d to the already natural 


b ea u ty of the Village as well as furnish the light which is so 


urgently n e e d e d . 


* Better Fire Protection 


Bond Propositon No. 2 calls for the acquisition and construction 


of additional fire protection facilities, the new stations t o be lo­ 


c a te d outside the downtown area. Additional fire hydrants plus 


radio communications and other items necessary for establish­ 


ing this much n ee d ed fire protection will be provided. It is be­ 


lieved th at the establishment of these facilities will re d u ce the 


present fire insurance rate bringing substantial savings in fire 


insurance premiums throughout the city. Anyone who has seen 


the streets during week-end traffic congestion can easily realize 


th at we must have a d e q u a te protection to prevent disastrous 


destruction of our properties.
